office walked Joe Franson. a farmer from 
Malcolm and a member of the National 
Farmers Organization (NFO).

Farm Tempo U.S.A. The story in\olved 
himself and a friend. aLso a member of 
the NFO. 


Following one dav's IdU- completion of 


hearings. Franson and iiis friend "noticed a 
reception going on near the Indian Hills 
Inn swimming pool. They noticed in at- 
tendance nearly all members of the com- 
mission and their wives. To make a long 
story short, the two men were discouraged 
from attending the reception, sponsored by 
the Food Marketing Committee of the Oma- 
ha Chamber of Commerce.

It would seem safe to assume that the 


Food Marketing Committee of the Omaha 
Chamber of Commerce is probably not too 
oriented toward the interest of the produc- 
er. Currently, something of the same sort 
is going on here in Nebraska. In small 
groups, members of the State Legislature 
are meeting at luncheons with a group of 
leading Omaha and Lincoln businessmen on 
the subject of taxation. It appears the busi- 
nessmen are interested in a combination 
sales and income tax or a straight sales 
tax in place of the income tax only, that 
is now on the horizon. The income tax has 
been passed by the Legislature as a replace- 
ment for the property tax at the state level 
and a petition campaign is under way to 


the issue on the ballot in 1%6 


.Now. jou can't realh condemn the Oma- 


ha affair or the Lincoln la\ meetings but 
ilu-\ do demonstrate a situation that is pos- 
sessed of potential injustice. Whether that 
potential is reali/ed or not all depends upon 
the integrity and intelligence of public of- 
ficials. In this case, it depends upon the 
integriu and intelligence of members of 
the Food Marketing Commission and state 
senators. While access in such an informal 
and friendh wa> to public officials cannot 
be denied anv group, it is unfortunate that 
il is. such a one-\\a> street. 


" * 


Ine weakness in the situation is that it 


oxer-exposes public officials to only one line 
o.' thought and one interest. No all public 
onicials can be bought with a reception or 
a free lunch. In fact, very few of them can 
be bought for any amount. Unfortunately, a 
iew are bought over a period of time. 
whether they realize what has happened 
to them or not 


But even the most well meaning, best 


intentioned and honest public official is sub- 
ject to influence. Every human being is sub- 
ject to influence by the things he reads, 
hears and the people with whom he asso- 
ciates. When the association by the public 
officials runs hea\ ily in one direction, there 
is a better than e\en chance that the offi- 
cial will lean in that direction in the execu- 
tion of his responsibilities. 


\VhiJe many interests can gain the ear 


of a public official at receptions or lunch- 


eons, etc., the general 
public, the average cit- 
izen, has no such oppor- 
tunity. Joe Franson, for 
instance, had to make 


his case in the formal commission hearing, 
not in the relaxed atmosphere of the swim- 
ming pool and a cool drink. Thus, rather 
than a personal friend of commission mem- 
bers, he is just another of many unknown 
witnesses. When the chips are down, who 
has the best chance before the commission, 
Joe Franson or the Omaha Chamber com- 
mittee? Most of us, I am afraid, would pre- 
fer to rest our case with the Omaha Cham- 
ber. 


The merits of all cases being equal, 


who has the best chance with state sena- 
tors. Omaha and Lincoln businessmen or 
the average voter who never gets within a 
hundred yards of a state senator? Again. 
I am afraid that most of us would prefer 
to rest our case with the businessmen. The 
public official has a tremendous responsi- 
bility to see to it that the interests of all 
people are not forgotten in the press of 
special interest groups.

proud of New York City because it d i d 
something that should have been done. 


The other day the city gave Duke El- 


lington its coveted bronze medal for his 
contribution to music over the past 40 years. 
It did it in the usual municipal style. It 
built a temporary dais in city ball" park, 
brought its own five man combo from the 
City Department of Sanitation band, loaded 
the platform with municipal offices holders 
and made a lot of speeches. 


Mr. Ellington thought it was just fine 


and accepted the medal. He is the latest 
wearer, and takes his place besides such 
artists as Leonard Bernstein, Minnie Gug- 
genheimer. Artur Rubinstein, R i c h a r d 
Rodgers. Eddie Cantor and Danny Ka>e. 


It caused one to remember that a short 


time ago the music committee of the 
Pulitzer prize commission nominated Mr. 
Ellington, and two of the three members 


of the committee resigned when he did not 
get it.

tradition that a great musician either must 
be a European musician or one who pro- 
duces in the tradition of the European 
classics. Ellington is a jazz man and that 
is American as apple pie. Jazz came up 
from the cotton fields and sugar c a n e 
plantations of the South, first moved in- 
doors in New Orleans and finally made its 
way into high musical society after it was 
sufficiently refined by the talent of Elling- 
ton and others.

The new Freeman farm bill, which orig- 


inally was thougnt not to have a chance 
GOV: is conceded to have an even or bettei 
chance of becoming law. In the coming 
weeks we shall see. 


To Nebraska, as a state, this is the 


most important piece of legislation in the 
current Congress. It could be the difference 
between a progressive growing state and 
ultimate receivership This is -,0 because 
approximately 85 percent of Nebraska's in- 
come is agricultural. A prospering agricul- 
ture means a prospering state. 


Nebraska considers it nas a tax prob- 


lem, yet the fact is it is in the lower brack- 
et of states in terms of tne money it raises. 
The problem is that Nebraska's taxes are 
high relative to its income It will get more 
:ax relief from an improvement in iarm 
»arnings than it will get rearranging its tax 
structure 


They key to the Fieeman proposals cen- 


ters on a better price ior wheat by kicking 
the subsidy from 75 cents a bushel' lo SI 25. 
The subsidy must be paid by the millers 


in order to buy wheat in the market. It is 
presumed that the millers will pass on the 
payment io the bakers, and they to the con- 
sumers. Other farm products will be helped 
in price by programs that emphasize a 
greater foreign market, conservation and 
existing price support programs. 


The question Nebraska must ask is 


whether the Freeman program will get the 
desired results It is not whether the good 
result is needed. 


The bread industry insists that the sub- 


sidy plan will force a two cent rise in 
bread. Mr. Freeman says wheat is such a 
small cost factor in bread that no price 
increase beyond .7 cent is reasonable. 


Both figures are partisan and we will 


not guarantee either one. But one thing is 
certain. Farm products have lagged far be- 
hind others in price in recent years and 
without a sufficient markup farming can- 
not last. And if it doesn't last the agrarian 
states like Nebraska will have 
difficult 


years ahead.

The Choice. 
It was narrowed this week 


for Nebraska taxpayers.

for the same interests 'peti- 
tioned the Legislature with a 
pro-sales-tax pitch in the fi- 
nal climactic days before en- 
actment of the income tax 
law. 


What must be accepted, 


we think, is that the 1965 
Unicameral shattered t h e 
historic barrier to a broad- 
ened tax base when it passed 
the income tax law. 


The 1967 Legislature will 


face the same revenue prob- 
lem if the income tax law is 
voided n e x t year. If it 
reaches the same decision 
that Nebraska's base must 
be broadened, that property 
can bear no more, then it 
must either re-enact an in- 
come tax over the expressed 
objections of the electorate 
or turn its eyes to a sales 
levy.

People just do 
not vote for taxes, in any 
form. 


Obviously, despite words to 


the contrary, the referendum 


petition drive is intended to 
kill the income tax law. But 
the state's revenue problems 
will not disappear with de- 
mise of the income levy. 


What the voter might con. 


sider is the very real pos- 
sibility that a vote against 
the income iax law in 1966 
will be a vote for a general 
sales tax law in 1967. That 
may be the true choice fac- 
ing the electorate. 


The income tax law will 


require wealthy Nebraskans 
to pay a great deal more in 
taxes than the poo, or mod- 
erate-income \ebraskan. A 
sales tax w o u l d tend to 
spread the load far more 
evenly between ilhose best 
able to pay and those least 
able to pay. 


It is, of course, a less 


painful tax—for it is paid in 
pennies, instead of in a large 
lump sum. 


And. true to the old argu- 


ment, it would require the 
tourist to pay some taxes 
while he is in Nebraska. 


Combined with repeal of 


the intangible property tax— 
which has been discussed in 
recent meetings — it would 
permit all Nebraskans with 
fluid capital to secure it 
away in profitable invest- 
ments without subjecting it 
to taxation, either on its in- 
come or its value.
